And heere I cannot over-ſlip in * what 1 
have read of the J enetians, vz. They take ſuch 
courſe, that every moneth it comes to their know- 
ledge, what quantity of Corne their Dominions doe 
conteine; where certaine diſcreet and honeſt men 
are authoriſed every Monday to impoſe a price on 
the Corne according to the quantity thereof, who 
| thereupon do declare in writing under their handes 
in ſeverall publicke places, of what weight the Baker 
is to make his Bread ; ſo that even the pooreſt man 
knoweth what weight he is to have ; who in caſe he 
ſhall finde the Baker faulty, may with the affiſtance 
of the Conſtable ſeiſe all the Bread extant at the 
Bakers houſe, as forfeited, the one halfe to himſelfe, 
and the other to the poore ; By which meanes, all 
Ingroſſers and foreſtallers are cut off, being not de- 
ſirous to buy, becauſe they are uncertaine what the 
price of the Market will be from time to time. 
And again, the Magiſtrate is not troubled to ſee this 
good order executed, for that every man hath a ſpe- 
ciall care to receive his due. And (may I without 
offence utter my minde) I could with that the Ma- 
giſtrates throughout England would take the like 
order herein, both for their owne eaſe and the ge- 


neral good of this Commonwealth.
